erd nothing. Then ſaid Pilate unto him, Hear- 

ſt thou not how many things they witneſs againſt 
ee? And he anſwered him to never a word, in- 

dmuch that the governor marvelled greatly. Now 
t that feaſt the governor was wont to releaſe unto 
e people a priſoner, whom they would. And 

ey had then a notable priſoner, called Barabbas. 

herefore when they were gathered together, Pi- 

ate ſaid unto them, Whom will ye that I releaſe 
ito you; Barabbas, or Jefus, which is called

delivered him. When he was ſet down on d

But the chief prieſts and elde 
perſuaded the multitude that they ſhould aſk R 
rabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus. The governor anſwe 
ed and ſaid unto them, Whether of the twain wi 
— that I releaſe unto you? They ſaid, Barabba 

Hate ſaith unto them, What ſhall I do then wi 
Jeſus which is called Chriſt ? They all ſay unt 
him, Let him be crucified. And the governg 
ſaid, Why, what evil hath he done? but thi 
cried out the more, faying, Let him be cruciſie 
When Pilate ſaw that he could prevail nothin 
but that rather a tumult was made, he took watd 
and waſhed his hands before the multitude, fay 
ing, I am innocent of the blood of this juſt perſon 
ſee ye to it. Then anſwered all the people, al 
faid, His blood be on us, and on our childre 
Then releaſed he Barabbas unto them: and whe 
he had ſcourged Jeſus, he delivered him to be en 
cified. 'Then the ſoldiers of the governor took | 
ſus into the common hall, and gathered unto li 
the whole band of ſoldiers. And they ſtrippe 
him, and put on him a ſcarlet robe. And wi 
they had platted a crown of thorns, they put it wp 
on his head, and a reed in his right hand; 1 
they bowed the knee before him, and mock 
him, ſaying, Hail King of the Jews! And tit 
ſpit upon him, and took the reed, and ſmote BW 
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n the head. And after that they had mocked him, 
hey took the robe off him, and put his own rai- 
zent on him, and led him away to crucity him. 
And as they came out, they found a man of Cy- . 
ene, Simon by name; him they compelled to 
ear the croſs. And when they were come unto 
place called Golgotha, that is to fay, A place of 
ſcull, they gave him vinegar to drink mixed 
ith gall; and when he had taſted thereof he 
yould not drink. And they crucified him, and 
arted his garments, caſting lots: that it might be 
ulfilled, which was ſpoken by the prophet, They 
arted my garments among them, and upon my 
eſture did they caſt lots. And fitting down, they 
atched him there; and fet over his head his ac- 
uation written, THIS Is JESUS THE KING OF THR 
:ws. Then were there two thieves crucified with 
im; one on the right hand, and another on the 
onWectt. And they that paſſed by reviled him, wag- 
ing their heads, and ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeſt 
Wc temple and buildeſt it in three days, fave thy- 
elf: if thou be the Son of God, come down from 
he croſs. Likewife alſo the chief prieſts mocking 
im, with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, He ſaved 
others, himſelf he cannot ſave : if he be the King 
f Iſrael, let him now come down from the croſs, 
and we will believe him. He truſted in God: let 
m deliver him now if he will have him: for he 
ud, I am the Son of God. The thieves alfo, which 
Were crucified with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. 
ow from the ſixth hour there was darkneſs over 
al the land unto the ninth hour. And about the

ed him with purple, and platted a crown of thorn, 
and put it about his head; and began to ſalute 
him, Hail, King of the Jews!

on HERE a teſtament is there muſt alſo of ne- 
10u cCeſſity be the death of the teſtator: for a 


re teſtament is of force after men are dead; otherwile 
fit 18 of no ſtrength at all whilſt the teſtator liveth, 
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Whereupon, neither the firſt teſtament was dedi. 
cated without blood: for when Moſes had ſpoken 
every precept to all the people, according to the 
law, he took the blood of calves and of goats, with 
water and ſcarlet wool and hyſſop, and ſprinkled 
both the book and all the people, ſaying, This is 
the blood of the teſtament which God hath enjoin- 
ed unto you. Moreover, he ſprinkled likewiſe with 
blood both the tabernacle and all the veſſels of the 
miniſtry. And almoſt all things are by the lay 
purged with blood; and without ſheddfng of blood i 
no remiſſion. It was therefore neceſſary that the pat. 
terns of things in the heavens, ſhould be purified 
with theſe; but the heavenly things themſelves, with 
better ſacrifices than theſe. For Chriſt is not en- 
tered into the holy places made with hands, which 
are the figures of the true; but into heaven itſelf, 
now to appear in the preſence of God for us : nor 
yet thatche ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high 
prieſt entereth into the holy place every year with 
blood of others; for then muſt he often have ſuffer- 
ed ſince the foundation of the world; but now once 
in the end of the world, hath he appeared to put 
away fin by the facrifice of himſelf; And as it i 
appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment: ſo Chriſt was once offered to bear 
the ſins of many; and unto them that look for 
him ſhall he appear the lecond time without lip un.

I. this that I declare unto you I praiſe you not, 
that ye come together not for the better, but 
tor the worſe. For firſt of all, when ye come to- 
gether in the church, I hear that there be diviſions 
mong you; and I partly believe it. For there 

| muſt 
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mult be alſo hereſies among you, that they who 
are approved may be made manifeſt among you, 
When ye come together therefore into one place, 
this is not to eat the Lord's ſupper : for in eating, 
every one taketh before other his own ſupper; 
and one is hungry, and another is drunken, 
What, have ye not houſes to eat and to drink in? 
or deſpiſe ye the church of God, and ſhame them 
that have not? What ſhall I ſay to you? ſhalll 
praiſe you in this? I praiſe you not. For I haye 
received of the Lord that which alſo I delivered 
unto you, That the Lord Jeſus, the ſame night 
in which he was betrayed, took bread ; and when 
he had given thanks, he brake it, and ſaid, Take, 
eat; this is my body which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. After the ſame 
manner alſo he took the cup, when he had ſup- 
ped, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament in my 
blood: this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in re 
membrance of me. For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do ſhow the Lord“ 
death till he come. Wherefore, whoſoever ſhall 
eat this bread, and drink this cup of the Lord un- 
worthily, ſhall be guilty of the body and blood df 
the Lord. But let a man examine himſelf, and 
ſo let him eat of that bread, and drink of that 
cup. Far he that eateth and drinketh unworthily, 
eateth and drinketh damnation to himſelf, not dil- 
cerning the Lord's body. For this cauſe man) 
are weak and ſickly among you, and many fleep. 
For if we would judge ourſelves, we ſhould not be 


judged: But when we are judged, we are chaſte

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ed of the Lord, that we ſhould not be condemned 
with the world. Wherefore my brethren, When 
ye come together to eat, tarry one for another, 
And if any man hunger, let him eat at home;

HE. whole multitude of them aroſe, and led 
him unto Pilate. And they began to ac- 

cuſe him, ſaying, We found this fellow perverting 
the nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Cœ- 
fr, ſaying, That he himſelf is Chriſt a King. And 
Pilate aſked him, ſaying, Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And he anſwered him, and ſaid, Thou 
ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pilate to the chief prieſts, 
and to the people, I find no fault in this man. 
And they were the more fierce, ſaying, He ſtirreth 
up the people, teaching throughout all Jewry, be- 
ginning from Galilee unto this place. When Pi. 
late heard of Galilee, he aſked whether the man 
were a Galilean? And as ſoon as he knew that he 
belonged unto Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent him to 
Herod, who himſelf was alſo at Jeruſalem at that 
time. And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was ex- 
ceeding glad ; for he was defirous to ſee him of a 
long ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of 
him; and he hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle 
done by him. Then he queſtioned with him in 
many words; but he anſwered him nothing. And 
the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood and vehemently 
accuſed him. And Herod with his men of war 
R 2 let 
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ſet him at nought, and mocked him, and arrays 
him in a gorgeous robe, and ſent him again to 
Pilate. And the ſame day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together; for before they were at en. 
mity between themſelves. And Pilate, when he 
had called together the chief prieſts, and the ru. 
lers, and the people, ſaid unto them, Ye have 
brought this man unto me, as one that perverteth 
the people; and behold, I having examined him 
before you, have found no fault in this man touch- 
ing thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him: No, not 
yet Herod: for I ſent you to him; and lo, no- 
thing worthy of death is done unto him. I will 
therefore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him. For of 
neceſſity he muſt releaſe one unto them at the fealt, 
And they cried out all at once, ſaying, Away 
with this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas: 
(who for a certain ſedition made in the city, and 
tor murder, was caſt into priſon.) Pilate there- 
fore willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to them, 
But they cried, ſaying, Crucify him, crucify him. 
And he ſaid unto them the third time, Why, what 
evil hath he done? I have found no cauſe of death 
in him; I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let him 
go. And they were inſtant with loud voices, It 
quiring that he might be crucified : and the voice 
of them and of the chief prieſts prevailed, And 
Pilate gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they fe- 
quired. And he releaſed unto them him that fo! 
ſedition and murder was caſt into priſon, whom 
they had defired ; but he delivered Jeſus to their 
will. And as they led him away, they laid hold 

upon 
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pon one Simon a Cyrenian, coming out of the 
zuntry, and on him they laid the croſs, that he 
ight bear it after Jeſus. And there followed him 
great company of people, and of women, who 
Iſo bewailed and lamented him. But Jeſus turn- 
g unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, 
cep not for me, but weep for yourſelves, and 
or your children. For behold, the days are coming 
the which they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed are the bar- 
en, and the wombs that never bare, and the paps 
hich never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin to 
ay to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, 
over us. For if they do theſe things in a green 
ee, what ſhall be done in the dry? And there 


vere alſo two other malefactors led with him to 
e put to death.

For iti 
not poſſible that the blood of bulls and of go 
ſhould take away ſins. Wherefore, when þ 
cometh into the world, he faith, Sacrifice at 
offering thou wouldeſt not, but a body haſt tha 
prepared me: In burnt.ofterings and ſacrifices ff 
fin thou haſt no pleaſure: Then ſaid I, Lo, I com 
(in the volume of the book it is written of me) t 
do thy will, O God. Above when he faid, Sac 
fice and offering, and burnt-ofterings, and offe 
ing for ſin, thou wouldeſt not, neither hadſt ple 
ſure therein, which are offered by the law ; Tha 
ſaid he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. It 
taketh away the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh th 
ſecond. By the which will we are ſanctifiel 
through the offering of the body of Jeſus Chin 
once for all. And every prieſt ſtandeth dai 
miniſtering, and offering oftentimes the ſam 
ſacrifices, which can never take away ſins. Bu 
this man, after he had offered one ſacrifice f 
ſins, for ever fat down on the right hand d 
God; from henceforth expecting till his enemit 
be made his footſtool. For by one offering l. 
hath perfected for ever them that are ſanCtified 
whereof the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs to u 
For after that he had ſaid before, This is the 
covenant that I will make with them after tho 
days, faith the Lord, I will put my laws * 
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officers ſaw him, they cried out, ſaying, Crucify hin, 
Crucify him. Pilate faith unto them, Take ye him, 


and crucify him; for I find no fault in him. The 


Jews anſwered him, We havea law, and by our lay 
he ought to die, becauſe he made himſelf the Son 
of God. When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, 
he was the more afraid ; and went again into the 
Judgment-hall, and faith unto Jeſus, Whence art 
thou? but Jeſus gave him no anſwer. Then faith 
Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou not unto me! 
Knowelt thou not that I have a power to crucif 
thee, and have power to releaſe thee? Jeſus an. 
ſwered, Thou couldeſt have no power at all again 
me, except it were given thee from above: there. 
fore he that delivered me unto thee hath the 
greater ſin. And from thenceforth Pilate ſought 
to releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, lt 
thou let this man go, thou art not Cæſar's friend: 
whoſoever maketh himſelf a King, ſpeaketh again 
Czſar. When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, 
he brought Jeſus forth, and fat down in the 
Judgment-ſeat, in a place that is called the Pave 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was 
the preparation of the paſſover, and about the fixtl 
hour : and he faith unto the Jews, Behold your 
King! But they cried out, Away with him, away 
with him, crucify him. Pilate faith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your King? The chief Prieſts an- 
ſwered, We have no King but Cæſar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto them to be cru 
fied: and they took Jeſus, and led him awa). 


And he bearing his croſs, went forth into a pa 
calle 
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called The place of a ſcull, which is called in the 
Hebrew, Golgotha ; where they crucified him, 
and two other with him, on either ſide one, and 
Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the croſs; and the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews; for the place where 
Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city; and it 
was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
Then ſaid the chief prieſts of the Jews to Pilate, 
write not, The King of the Jews; but that he 
nid, I am King of the Jews. Pilate. anſwered, 
What I have written, I have written, 'Then the 
ſoldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, took his 
garments, and made four parts; to every ſoldier 
a part; and alſo his coat: now the coat was with- 
out ſeam, woven from the top throughout. They 
laid therefore among N Let us not rend 
it; but caſt lots for it whoſe it ſhall be: that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, which ſaith, The 
parted my raiment among them, and for my vel. 
ture they did caſt lots. Theſe things therefore 
the ſoldiers did. Now there ſtood by the crols of 
Jeſus, his mother, and his mother's ſiſter, Mary 
the wife of Clesphas, and Mary Magdalene. When 
ſelus therefore ſaw his mother, and the diſciple 
landing by whom he loved, he faith unto his 
mother, Woman, behold thy Son. Then faith 
he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from 
that hour that diſciple took her unto his own home. 
After this, Jeſus knowing that all things were now 
accompliſhed, that the Scripture might be ful-

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filled, ſaith, I thirſt. Now there was ſet a veſſe 
tull of vinegar: and they filled a ſpunge with vine. 
gar, and put it upon hyſlop, and put it to hi 
mouth. When Jeſus therefore had received the 
vinegar, he ſaid, it is finiſhed: and he bowed hi 
head, and gave up the ghoſt. The Jews therefore, 
becauſe it was the preparation, that the bodies 
ſhould not remain upon the croſs on the ſabbath. 
day, (for that ſabbath-day was an high day,) be. 
ſought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken away. Then came the 
ſoldiers, and brake the legs of the firſt, and of the 
other which was crucified with him. But when 
they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead 
already, they brake not his legs. But one of the 
ſoldiers with a ſpear pierced his fide, and forthwith 
came thereout blood and water. And he that 
ſaw it bare record, and his record is true: and he 
knoweth that he faith true, that ye might be- 
lieve. For theſe things were done that the ſcrip 
ture might be fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall not be 
broken. And again, another Scripture ſaith, 'Thej 
{hail look on him whom they pierced.
